There is nothing 
new about the idea, but the trend of 
expert opinion among agricultural 
experim enters 
favors 
the use of 
mulches to replace cultivation. 
Anything which covers garden soil 
between plants is a mulch.. Experi­ 
ments have been made with nearly 
everything including concrete walks 
laid between garden rows. 
One of the most practical and sa t­ 
isfactory mulch m aterials is lawn 
clippings. Three to six inches may 
be piled on the soil around tomato 
plants, 
and 
they 
will 
keep pie 
ground moist, while allowing rain to 
enter. Such a mulch lowers instead 
of raising the tem perature. In ap­ 
plying it a layer two inches thick 
should be worked into the surface of 
the soil, and additional m aterial 
piled on later. 
A covering of newspapers lead be­ 
tween the rows will keep weeds 
down. It can be held down with 
stones, or wire staples. The layer 
should be several sheets thick, and 
laid down wet. Rain will find Its way 
into the soil in the spaces around 
the plants where the m ulch does 
not 
fit 
closely. 
W hen 
hot, 
dry 
weather* prevails the old paper can 
be removed and a new layer laid 
down after the ground has been 
thoroughly soaked. 
Mulches of fresh organic m aterial, 
such as m anure, straw, alfalfa, peat 
moss,

W aste lumber is used by some 
gardeners, to shade the grown be­ 
tween rows By laying down boards 
when 
planting 
the 
garden, 
and 
walking on them rather than the 
seal, tile ground is kept lo<*>e, and 
by .shifting the boards betw een rows, 
weeds can be killed without hoeing 


I wild in many parts of the country 
—small, scrawny fruits of no nu­ 
tritional worth, th at is, according 
to estim ates of those days. Today 
they bring to winter and general 
out-of-season dining tables a supply 
of essential vitam in C surpassed 
only by citrus fruits.

and worthwhile m inerals, but it Is 
for their excellent surce of vitam in 
C th a t they should be eaten liberally 
in season and included prominently 
in the family diet every other day 
in the year. The m ain point la - 
hum an bodies cannot store vitamin 
C; they m ust eat a food containing 
It daily. 
N utritionists find th a t tomatoes 
grown in greenhouses or even out­ 
doors when days of sunshine are 
shorter and light less intense may 
contain 
less than 
half 
as much 
vitam in C as m idsum m er-ripened 
tomatoes. In fact, the gas-ripened 
tom atoes which urban residents buy 
from grocery stores from early fall 
until m id-July are as im m ature as 
the hard, green specimens seen on 
vines two or three weeks before they 
are normally harvested T heir red­ 
ness is entirely artificial and their 
nutritional value scarcely worth car­ 
rying home. It is doubtful th a t their 
vitam in C worth is more th an neg­ 
ligible. 
Tom atoes are not an energy-pro­ 


ducing food. Their principal value, 
besides their high vitamic C content, 
lies in their flavor and appetizing 
effects, Therefore, for persons on 
reducing diets, tom atoes fully vine- 
ripened are an excellent source of 
vitam ins and m inerals with an ex­ 
ceptionally low calory count. 
Among the other outstanding m er­ 
its of sum m er-ripened tom atoes is 
their ability to retain a m ajor part 
of their vitam in C store through 
canning As a general rule, cooking 
causes heavy louies of this heat- 
resenting vitamin. But the acid con­ 
tent of the tomato somehow protects, 
vitam in C from lass by heat and cor. , 
veys m ost of this precious property 
to the can. Too, because they are 
acid, tom atoes need not be canned 
under pressure 
This m eans that 
housewives who do not have mod­ 
ern pressure canners may safely can 
the tom ato when it is a t its peak 
of goodness and vitam in valuer and 
thereby retain the crop’s m ajor food 
properties fur family use all winter 
The same is true when tom atoes are * 
stored in the form of juice 
W ith the possible exception of the 
soybean, tomatoes hold a story th at 
out-thrills even the m ost thrilUnv 
works of fiction.
